Fe July ki, 1785, Every perſon ſelling beer, ale, or 25 C. 3. c. 73. 
e 


worts, in a leſs quantity than in a caſk of four gallons 
and a half, at any one time, ſhall be deemed a retailer, and 
hall not be entitled to any allowance for waſte by leakage, &c. 

Any two or more juſtices of the peace in England and 
Scotland reſpectively, without the limits of the head office of 
Exciſe, may order an allowance of 221. for every 252 gallons 
of ſpirits made from malt, corn, or grain, where the duties 
have been already paid on the ſtock in hand, between Oct. 
22 and November 1, 1784. 

Every diſtiller applying for ſuch allowance muſt give to the 
ſuperviſor or collector fix days notice of his intention to apply 
to the Commiſſioners of Exciſe, or juſtices of the peace, tha 
he may attend, and ſhew what the ſtock amounted to in OR. 
1784. 

"The allowance once aſcertained ſhall never again be exa- 
mined. 

The petition for allowance muſt be verified on oath before 
two commiſſioners, or two juſtices, as to the amount of the 
allowance claimed, the place where the ſpirits were made, and 
all other particulars ſet forth in the petition,

Candles. 


O perſon reſiding within the limits of the head office of 
N exciſe in London, ſhall make candles, unleſs he occupy 
a tenement of 1ol. per ann. and pay pariſh rates for the ſame; 
nor in any other part of the — — unleſs he pay to church 
and poor. 

By 8 Arn. c. 9, monthly entries were to be made in Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, and entries every fix weeks elſewhere, 
by all makers of candles; which clauſes are repealed; and by 
this act, All perſons making candles ſhall every week make a 
true entry of the candles made within each week, at the next 
office of exciſe, on pain of forfeiting 2ol. and they ſhall pay 
and clear off all duties within one week after ſuch entry is 
made, 

Six hours? notice within the limits of the head office of exciſe 
in London, and twenty-four hours* notice elſewhere ſhall be 
given, before any chandler begins making candles, on penalty 
of gol. if ſuch notice is not given, and the making mult be 
begun within three hours of the time mentioned in the ſaid 
notice, or the notice is null and void. 

If any officer of exciſe ſhall diſcover that the making of can- 
dles is privately carried on, without notice given, and he ſhall 
diſcover any perſon knowingly aſſiſting therein, every perſon 
ſo diſcovered ſhall forfeit 201]. over and above all penalties that 
the proprietor or maker of ſuch candles ſhall be liable to; the 
offender to be ſtopt, detained, and conveyed by the ſaid of. 
ficer of exciſe, and all other perſons acting in his aid, before 
one or more juſtice or juſtices of the peace, who, on confeſ- 
ſion, or proof by the oath of one or more credible witnels, 
may convict the perſons ſo diſcovered, who ſhall immediately 
pay the ſaid 2ol. into the hands of the officer, or ſhall commit 


the offender to the houſe of correction to hard labour for two 


months from the day of ſuch conviction. The penalty and

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Candles. 


One moiety of the penalties impoſed by this act, ſhall be 
to his — the other to him or them that ſhall inform, 
kſcover, or ſue for the ſame. The action or ſuit muſt be 
commenced within three months, with treble cofts to the de- 
tendant, if the verdi& ſhall paſs in his or their favour. 


Coach-Makers. 


VERY coach-maker in Great-Britain is required to take 
E out a licence annually, paying 208. for the ſame. 

No coach, chaiſe, &c. is to be made (on a penalty of 10l.) 
till the maker has taken out ſuch licence; either at the exciſe- 
office in London, or under the hands and ſeals of the collectors 
and ſuperviſors of exciſe in their reſpective diſtricts, to whom 
the duties ſhall be paid: In Scotland, either at Edinburgh, 
or where the commiſſioners of exciſe in Scotland ſhall ap- 

int. 

"The licence is to be renewed ten days before the expiration of 
the preceding one. 

Not more than one licence is to be taken out for one houſe. 

On the death of any licenſed coach-maker, the executors, 
wife, or child, may act, by virtue of ſuch licence to the expi- 
ration of the term. 

A duty of 20s. is to be paid for every four-wheeled, and of 
105. for every two-wheeled carriage, made for ſale; and an 
account is to be delivered by every coach-maker, on oath, 
every ſix weeks, of every carriage made and fold; and all the 
duties for ſuch carriages ſhall be paid off to the commiſſioners, 
if in London or Edinburgh, and in other places, to the col- 
lector or ſuperviſor of exciſe within the diſtrict (who is hereby 
. to adminiſter the oath) on penalty of ſuch coach- 
maker's forfeiting 20l. 

The penalties and forfeitures are to be recovered in any of his 
Majeſty's courts of record at Weſtminſter, or if incurred in 
Scotland, in the courts of Exchequer there. To be determined, 
if within the limits of the chief office of exciſe in London, by 
any three or more commiſſioners of exciſe; and in caſe of ap- 

al by the commiſſioners of appeals for the time being, whoſe 
judgment ſhall be final; in all other parts of Great-Britain by 
two neighbouring juſtices: from whom the party aggrieved 
may appeal to the Quarter Seſſions. The commiſſioners and 
juſtices on complaint or information upon oath, which they 
are hereby authorized to adminiſter, are to ſummon the party 
accuſed, and on the appearance or contempt of the perſon ſo 
ſummoned, upon due proof by one or more credible witneſs, 
to hear, and give judgment thereon, and iſſue warrants of dii- 
treſs, if need be, and cauſe ſale to be made, if not redeemed

Penalties fr offences againſt this at may be ſued for and 
recovered in any of his Majeſty's courts by action of debt, bill, 
plaint, or information. 

Any juſtice of the county, where the penalty doth not ex- 
ceed z20l. may ſummon the parties before him, and hear and 
letermine the matter in a ſummary way, and by the oath of 
one or more credible witneſs or witneſſes, may give judge- 
ment, and levy the penalties by diltreſs, to be fold, if not re- 
leemed within fix days, and the overplus, if any, to be 
rendered to the owner; or, in default of diſtreſs, the offender 
may be committed for fx months (in another part of the act, 
three months) or till the penalties ſhall be paid. Perſons ſum- 
moned as witneſſes, and not appearing at the time and place 
appointed, ſhall forfeit 10]. to be levied by diſtreſs, as above, 
it not paid, 

N. B. A clauſe in this act tends to obviate any doubt 
which might ariſe from the mention of two different times of 
impriſonment of offenders not having fſufhcient goods to 
anſwer penalties in the act 25 CG. 3. c. 50. ; and fixes the time 
of impriſonment to hee months and no longer. 

Perſons aggrieved by ſuch juſtice may appeal to the next 
general quarter- ſeſſions, whoſe determination ſhall be final. 

[For the Form of Conviction fee the end.] 

The juſtice, where he ſhall ſee cauſe, may mitigate the 
penalties, reaſonable coſts in proſecuting the ſame being al- 
ways allowed, over and above the mitigation, fo as not to 
reduce the penalties to leſs than a moiety of the penalties in- 
curred, over and above the ſaid coſts and charges. 

The duties granted by this act are to be paid to the receiver 
general of the ſtamp duties, and by him paid into the Ex- 
chequer ; and all pecuniary penalties for offences again{t this 
alt, may be ſued for and recovered in any of his Majeſty's 
courts at Weſtminſter for England ; or the court of ſeſhons, or 
court of Exchequer for desde and the plaintiff, if he or 
ſhe ſhall recover any penalty, ſhall recover it for his or her 
own uſe, with colts of ſuit.

All the ſaid duties ſhall be under the management of the 
commiſſioners of ſtamps, who, or the major part of them, are 
to provide and uſe ſuch ſtamps to denote the ſaid dutics, as 
mall be requiſite in that behalt. 

No perſon whatſoever, required by this act to he licenced, 
ſhall ſell any gloves or mittens without a licence, in Great- 
Britain, upon pain of forfeiting for every offence, the ſum of 
20l. to be recovered and applied as herein-after is directed. 

Any two or more of his Majeſty's commiſſioners of ſtamps, 
ſhall grant licences to ſuch perſons who ſhall apply for the 
ſame, to ſell gloves or mittens, within Great Britain, for the 
ſpace of one year, ſuch licence to be renewed annually, ten 
days at leaſt before the expiration of that year for which he 
or ſhe ſhall he ſo licenſed. 

Every perſon vending gloves or mittens by retail, ſhall 
cauſe the words, dealer in gloves, to be painted or written in 
Jarge and legible characters, in ſome viſible place in the front 
of his or their houſe, ſhop, or warchouſe, on penalty of |. 
for every pair ſold without ſuch inſcription. 

If any perſon or perſons ſhall cauſe the words e #r 
loves, to be affixed or put on the front of his, her, or 
their houſe, ſhop, or warchouſe, without being licenled as 
aforeſaid, he, ſhe, or they ſo offending ſhall, for every oftence, 
forfeit the ſum of 40l. 

All perſons who ſhall ſell any leſs quantity than twelve 
dozen pair of gloves or mittens at one time, to any one per- 
ſon, ſhall be deemed Retailers of gloves. 

Every pair of gloves or mittens fold by any retail-dealer 
ſhall have atlixed upon the inſide of the right hand glove of 
each pair, a ſtamped ticket, in ſuch manner and form, 4 
the commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Ramp duties ſhall from 
time to time direct. 

If any retail dealer ſhall fell, or expoſe to ſale, or if an» 
perſon or perſons ſhall purchaſe, or receive in exchange to! 
any other article, = gloves or mittens, ſubject to the ſtamp 


duties hereby impoſed, unleſs the ſtamp-ticket hereby directed 
do

10 be affixed to the ſame ſhall be affixed, or that ſhall have 
any ticket affixed thereto marked or ſtamped with a ſtamp or 
mark of leſs denomination or value than by this act is directed 
o be afſixed ; every ſuch perſon and perſons fo offending ſhall 
forfeit and pay, for every ſuch pair of gloves or mittens fo 
ſold, or expoſed to ſale, or ſo bought or received in exchange, 
the ſum of 2ol. and if the party ſo offending ſhall be a retail 
dealer, licenſed purſuant to this act, the ſaid commiſhoners of 
lamps ſhall and may, if they ſhall fo think fit, after convie— 
tion of the offender, refuſe to grant to ſuch oftender any li- 
cence in future. 

Nothing in this act contained ſhall extend to any perſon 
licenſed in purſuance of this at, who ſhall fell to any retailer 
of gloves or mittens ſo licenſed, any gloves or mittens, al- 
though the ſtamp ticket hereby directed to be aflixed to the 
ſame ſhall not be affixed. 

If any perſon or perſons ſhall, with intent to defraud his 
Majeſty of the duties hereby impoſed, take off any mark or 
famp, or ſhall, with the like intent, aflix or palte on in any 
glove or mitten, any ticket, the ſame having been once made 
uſe of for the purpoſe aforeſaid, and ſhall knowingly fell, or 
expoſe to ſale, any pair of gloves or mittens with ſuch ticket 
lo fraudulently cut off, or removed, all and every perſon and 
perſons ſo offending, ſhall forfeit the ſum of zol. 

If any perſon ſhall ſell or buy any ſuch ticket, in order to be 
again made uſe of, every ſuch perſon fo oltending. ſhall, for 
every ſuch offence, forfeit the ſum of 20l, 

Eicher buyer or ſeller informing againſt the other ſhall be in- 
demniſied trom the penalties by him or her incurred, 
| Glovers, in their bills, may make a ſeparate charge for the 
lamps. | 

It any perſon or perſons ſhall counterfeit any lamp, or 
mark, directed to be uſed by this act, with an intent to de- 
fraud his Majeſty, his heirs or ſucceſſors, of any of the ſaid 
duties; every perſon ſo offending, and being thereof convicted, 
mall be judged a felon, and ſhall ſuffer death as in caſes of fe - 
'ouy, without benefit of clergy. 

All powers and proviſions, preſcribed by any former act, re- 
ating to the ſtamp-duties, ſhall be of full force and effect 
with relation to the rates and duties hereby impoſed. 

All pecuniary penaltics hereby impoſed, ſhall be divided, 
if ſued for within the ſpace of fix calendar months) one mo1- 
ety to his Majeſty, and the other moiety thereof, with full coſts 
of ſuit, to the informer, 

But in default of ſuch proſecution within the time aforcſaid, 
the whole thereof ſhall belong to his Majeſty, and hall be re. 
coverable in any of his Majeſty's courts at Weſtminſter, &c. 
by action of debt, bill, plaint, or information. 

Any juſtice of the peace reſiding near the place wirere the 
fence ſhall be committed, may hear and determine avy of-

on giving ſecurity to the amount of the value of ſuch penalty 
and forfeiture, together with ſuch coſts as ſhall be awarded, 
in caſe ſuch judgment ſhall be affirmed, ap eal to the jullices 
of the peace at the next general quarter ſeſſions; and in caſe 
the judgment of ſuch juſtice ſhall be aftirmed, it ſhall be law. 
ful for ſuch juſtices to award the perſon or perſons to pay ſuch 
coſts, occaſioned by ſuch appeal, as to them ſhall ſeem meet. 

If any perſon or perſons ſhall be ſummoned as a witneſs or 
witneſles to give evidence before ſuch juſtice or juſtices of the 
peace, touching any of the matters relative to this act, and ſhall 
neglect or refuſs to appear, without a reaſonable excuſe, ſuch 
perſon ſhall forfeit, for every ſuch offence, the ſum of 4os.; 
to be levied and paid in ſuch manner, and by ſuch means, as 
herein-before directed, as to other penalties, 

The juſlice, where he ſhall ſee cauſe, may mitigate and lef- 
ſen ſuch penalties as he ſhall think fit, ſo as ſuch mitigationdo 
not reduce the penalties to leſs than one moiety of the penalties 
incurred, over and above all coſts and charges; and no ſuch 
conviction ſhall be removed by certiorari, into any court what- 
ſoever. 

The ſeveral duties ſhall be paid into the receipt of the ex- 
chequer, at (ſuch time and in ſuch manner as the duties now 
charged on ſtamped vellum, parchment, and paper, are di— 
rected to be paid. 


Hawkers and Pedlars. 


ROM Aug. 1, 1785, every hawker and pedlar travelling 
F on foot or with horſe, horſes or otherwiſe, in England! 0 
Wales, or the town of Berwick-upon-Tweed, ſhall pay an 
additional duty of 41. for each year. 

Every hawker and pedlar travelling with a horſe, aſs, or 
mule, or other beaſt, bearing or drawing burthen, ſhall pay 
the additional ſum of Sl. yearly for each bealt, over and above 
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Hawkers and Pedlars. 


Every hawker and pedlar ſelling goods, after 24. ö une, 1786, 25 C. 3. . 78. 


ly any mode of ſale whereby the beſt bidder ſhall be deemed 
the purchaſer, ſhall forfeit 5ol. for every oftence. 

Ihe duties made payable by g & 10 . c. 27, and all du- 
ties payable by this act, ſhall be paid on taking out the licence, 
without any diſcount, to the commiſſioners for licenſing haw- 
kers and pedlars, or ſome perſon or perſons authorized by them 
or the major part of them, in writing under their hands and 
ſeals. 

The licence muſt be ſubſcribed by two ſuch commithoners or 
perſons ſo deputed. 

The penalty for travelling without ſuch licence is 10l. 

Every hawker and pedlar refuſing to produce his licence to 
a Juſtice of Peace, or any perſon authorized to demand it by 
the commiſſioners aforeſaid, forfeits 101. 

Travelling with a forged licence ſubjects the offender to a pe- 
nalty of te 

And lending or letting a licence to hire 
the forfeiture of the licence, 

Any perſon whatever may detain any hawker, &. trading 
without licence, or refuſing to produce it in a reaſonable time, 
in order to give notice to a peace-oflicer to carry ſuch perſon fo 
detained betore ſome of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace, 
which ſaid jultice is hereby authorized and ſtrictly required, 
on con feſſion, or due proof by witneſs upon oath (which he 1s 
hereby empowered to adminiſter) to cauſe the ſum of 10l. to

Any perſon who ſhall have faithfully ſerved as a ſerjeant in 
the militia for fifteen years, oras a corporal or drummer for 
twenty yeais, and who ſhall be diſcharged on account of aye 
or infirmity, ſhall, on the recommendation of the commanding 
officer, &c. be entitled to examination at the Chelſea board, 
and be capable to be placed on the penſion of five-pence per 
diem, if the ſaid board ſhould judge him deſerving thereof:

All mayors, bailiffs, conſtables, tythingmen, headbo- 
roughs, and other chief magiſtrates, and officers of citics 
towus, &c, and any one jultice of the peace inhabiting withi 
or near any ſuch city, town, &c. but no others, may quatt“ 
and billet the officers and private men ſerving in the milztua, 
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the times when they ſhall be called out to annual exerciſe, in 
inns, &c. And all houſes of perſons — brandy, wine, &c. 
upon application made, are required to order and provide con- 
venient lodging, in ſuch houſes, for the ſerjeants, corporals, 
and drummers of the militia. 

Militia men falling ſick on the march, are to be relieved by 
the pariſh officer, and the expence to be repaid by the county 
treaſurer; ſuch relief being ordered by any juſtice, mayor, ar 
chief magiſtrate, and the pariſh officer's account allowed by 
him. 

Juſtices may grant warrants for impreſling carriages for the 
militia on its march; the ſum of one ſhilling for every mile be- 
ing paid to the chief conſtable or other officer for a waggon 
with five horſes, and any wain with fix oxen, or with four oxen 
and two horſes, and ninepence per mile for any cart with four 
horſes, and ſo in proportion, for which ſums every chief con- 
table, &c. is hereby required to give a receipt; and every 
perſon being ordered by the conſtable, &c. is hereby required 
to provide and furniſh the ſame for one day's journey, and no 
more; and if the expence exceed the rates of carriage, the ſur- 
plus ſhall be paid by the treaſurer of the county, out of the 
public ſtock. 

When the militia is called out to annual exerciſe, the ſtate 
thereof is to be ſent to the county lieutenant, by the command- 
ing officer, within fix months, on pain of forfeiting 100]. 

Militia men not appearing at, or abſenting themſelves 
during, the annual exerciſe, and not taken up till after the ex- 
erciſe, ſhall forfeit 2ol. and if ſuch penalty ſhall not be imme- 
diately paid, the juſtice of the peace before whom any ſuch 
militia man ſhall be convicted, ſhall commit ſuch militia man 
tothe common gaol, without bail or mainprize, for the ſpace 
of ſix months, or until he ſhall have paid the ſaid penalty.

leaſt, ten days notice thereof to any aſſeſſor, &c. of ſuch in- 
tention to appeal; and ſuch aſſeſſor, &c. and appellant, ſhall 
have full and free liberty to be preſent during all the time of 
iearing ſuch appeals, and whilſt the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall be 
cetermining the ſame. 
All appeals, once heard and determined by the ſaid commiſ- 
loners, or any three or more of them, or the major part of 
mem then preſent on the day or days by them appointed for 
1earing of appeals, ſhall be final, except that if any ſuch aſ- 
flor, &c. or the perlons ſo appealing, ſhall apprehend the 
determination made by the ſaid commiſſioners to be contrary to 
ne true intent and meaning of this act, and ſhall then declare 
unfelf or herſelf diffatisfied with ſuch determination, a fur- 
mer appeal is allowed in England or Wales, to one juſtice 
or the King's bench, &c. and in Scotland, to a judge of the 
court of fefion, or a baron of the exchequer. 

Lvery penalty or forfeiture, of a greater ſum than twenty 
Pounds, ſhall be recovered in the courts of record at Weſt— 
minſter; or in the court of ſeſſion, in Scotland; and one moi- 
ty ſhall belong to his Majeſty, the other moiety to the perſon 
or perſons who ſhall inform and ſue for the ſame. 

Penalties not exceeding 201. are recoverable before two juſ-

of abode, and profeſſion, of the owner thereof, and alſo of the 
perſon who ſhall bring the ſame to be ſlaughtered, or flayed, 
and the reaſon or reaſons why the ſame 15 brought to be killed, 
or flayed z which book ſhall at all times be open for the peruſal
